Printers’ Ink, the oldest American advertising 
journal, says: “The tomato packers have at last awak- 
ened to the need for aggressive development of their 
market through advertising—as Printers’ Ink last 
year in its imaginary campaign outlined that they 
must some day.” Printers’ Ink is everywhere recog- 
nized as the highest authority in the land on the sub- 





ject of advertising, and its opinion, therefore, is of 
value, though tomato packers are not the only class 
of canners for whose products a large consuming 
demand is needed. Increased consumption of all de- 
scriptions of canned fruits and vegetables is wanted— 
and badly. 


Doctor Wiley went out to Fargo, in Prof. Ladd’s 
State, the other day and while there talked to the 
populace in the “Opera House.” In his eppigram- 
matic way he told his audience several interesting 
things and advised them to “consume each year the 
product of that year and trust in the Almighty for 
the next year.” Doctor Wiley had reference either 
to cold storage or canning, most likely the former. 
Probably, though, he was skirting along the edge of 
the subject of canned goods dating, or maybe it was 
only his way of letting the Fargonians know that he 
wouldn't have OK'd Joseph’s grain-storage enterprise 
had he occupied official position in that remote day. 


Commenting on business conditions throughout the 
country, Dun’s weekly report says that “The busi- 
ness situation continues to display sharp contrasts. 
Dullness in the financial markets contrasts with an 
active industrial output. A moderate trade movement 
in the East contrasts with a record volume of busi- 
ness in certain parts of the West.” Dun’s weekly re- 
view of Chicago trade says: ““The basic conditions in- 
fluencing current operations gather strength as the 
season advances. The agricultural position imparts 
encouragement to the -manufacturers and less hesita- 
tion is seen in making commitments. Markets for 
general merchandise have a large attendance of out- 
side buyers and the bookings compare favorably with 
this time last year in dry goods, footwear, clothing, 
house furnishings, and food products. Retail trade 
held up fairly well, although the buying of seasonable 
wares did not equal expectations.” Bradstreet’s re- 
port on general conditions says: “Trade and crop re- 
ports still betray irregularity. In the Northwest, on 
the Pacific coast, and in Texas, where needed rains 
have fallen, trade and crop reports are good.”

“bunk” peculiar to the “woman's page” of the Sunday 
newspaper. Canned goods also come within her ken, 
and like most of the newspaper and magazine writers 
who have written about canned goods, she succeeds 
best at displaying her ignorance of her subject. 

In the Record-Herald of Sunday last Marion Har- 
land contributed a “feature,” illustrated and occupy- 
ing the better part of an entire page, under the title, 
“When We Must Use Canned Goods—And How,” 
showing that they couldn’t omit a “knock” against 
canned goods even in the caption. The “feature” be- 
gun: 

A country correspondent, who lives six miles from a rail- 
way and three from the nearest grocery, has a lamentable 
tale to tell: 

‘‘We are not, strictly speaking, vegetarians, but we agree 
with you that it is not wholesome to eat too much meat. 
Moreover, unless we are content to have salt pork for dinner 
three times a week, we must go meatless many times in 
the winter. Heavy storms block the roads and hinder the 
butcher from making his rounds twice weekly... Then, again, 
we like vegetables. Our potato bin is well filled and lasts 
until late in the spring. We have turnips and beets and 
cabbage. But we get tired of all three. We used to vary 
them by ‘canned goods,’ and very much to our satisfaction. 
For the last two years we have heard so many dreadful 
things about these same canned things that we have, as my 
old Seotch grandmother used to say, ‘Ta’en a seunner against 
them.’ We feel the lack of them more than I ean tell. We 
miss the nice corn puddings and the string beans and toma- 
toes and asparagus we used to buy by the dozen cans and 
set in goodly order upon our storeroom shelves in the fall 
to draw upon during the long winter. Can you help us to 
a substitute for the banished provisions, or tell us if all 
these things ought really and truly to be classed as ‘em- 
balmed food’??? ‘ 7 M. E. 8.

_ If this letter is genuine; that is, if it wasn’t manu- 
factured by Marion Harland for the purpose of sup- 
plying herself with a text, it shows how the canning 
industry has been damaged by the slanderous things 
which have been published in newspapers and maga- 
zines. But note the insulting comment that Marion 
Harland makes on the letter quoted above: 

It is not surprising that you should have been set against

for if an appeal is to be entered it will have to be done 
without delay. 

We learn that this case has proved very costly to 
the packer whose tomatoes are involved and that he 
is without means to carry it higher up, and the case 
will stand as a precedent unless reversed or the law 
amended. In case the decision is appealed and sus- 
tained by the United States Court of Appeals, it is sug- 
gested that a move be made immediately to have the 
Federal Food and Drugs Act amended so as to allow 
for swells and leaks, as there is no known process by 
which they can be entirely prevented. 

The codperation of packers everywhere is wanted in 
this matter and all will have to act quickly because the 
time for appeal will soon expire. 


Misinformation 


preserved foods by the reyelations of the last few years. 
I confess to the same dread in my own ease. The able 
chemical experts who are kind enough to aid and abet me 
in the investigations I have made along the line of adul- 
teration and chemical treatment of meats, vegetables and 
fruits have supplied me, in days now, I would fain hope, 
gone by, with startling analyses of divers natural products 
designed for the consumption, and presumably the nourish- 
ment, of human beings—so startling in some instances that 
I have struek canned meats and a majority of canned fruits 
and vegetables from my list of household commodities. 
Hence the return to the practice of twenty-odd years ago, 
of putting up our own preserves and pickles and canning 
all manner of eatables for winter use. 

Marion Harland néver found a can of chemically 
preserved canned fruits and vegetables in all her life, 
though she writes as if that had been a rather common 
experience with her. Not only that, but she couldn’t 
find a can so treated, not if she were to spend the bal- 
ance of her life looking for one, simply because there 
are no chemically preserved canned fruits and vege- 
tables—they don’t exist. 

Here’s another paragraph from “When We Must 
(the italics are our own) Eat Canned Goods: 

Now, or so I am eredibly informed by those who claim 
to be qualified to speak with authority upon the subject, 
the pure-food law has so far reformed the abuses of which 
we have spoken that it is quite safe to partake of ‘‘canned 
goods’’ that have been put up since the passage of that 
law. If artificial means—the use of chemicals intended 
to prevent fermentation—are resorted to in the prepara- 
tion of such foods for the market, the manufacturer incurs 
the danger of a heavy fine if he neglects to state the fact 
in the label upon the can or jar containing the vegetable or 
animal substance. This protective measure is an unspeak- 
able boon to the housemother who does not live near enough 
to city or town market to obtain the fresh vegetables and 
fruits that are brought from the South and defy the inter- 
dict of winter. 

The pure food law has had absolutely no effect on 
the method of packing canned fruits and vegetables. 
The process is the same now as before the federal food 
law was enacted; preservatives were not used then and 
aren’t used now; there has been no change whatso- 
ever in this respect. These products were pure prior 
to the enactment of the food law, hence they can be 
no purer now. 

Again Miss Harland remarks: 

Before we talk of the proper use of canned foods, let me 
remark, with emphasis and gratitude, that I have excepted 
tomatoes from the ban placed upon other artificiaily pre- 
served vegetables. Perhaps because the simple process of

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The commencement of another canning season is approach- 
ing So far as some of the fruits are concerned, straw- 
berries, for example, we are on the eve of the new pack, 
and we shall shortly begin on peas also. By the time the 
1910 canning season has fairly opened, stocks of old goods 
will have been virtually cleaned up in practically all lines. 
There will be no carry-over of sufficient size to cause embar- 
rassment to the packers of any class or variety of canned 
goods; all the principal articles will have been well absorbed 
- kave already largely disappeared, so far at least as first 
hgads are concerned; yet the tail ends of canners’ holdings 
ar.n’t being cleaned up in all lines, at profitable prices; 
present limited stocks aren’t commanding the good prices 
which small supplies that must fill requirements during a 
period when consumptive demand calls for larger quantities 
of the articles in question than seem to exist are naturally 
expected to command. The stocks are limited and the con- 
suming demand for the goods exists, but eanners are unable 
to realize profitable figures for what they have left, various 
cireumstances and inflhences combining to tire them out, 
inducing, or forcing, ther: to sell at such prices as are 
obtainable. 

Tomatoes—The trading here on this article has continued 
decidedly slow during the week reviewed. Chicago grocery 
jobbers are niggardly buyers at present of the great staple 
in the canned vegetable line. However, there were quite a 
few sales, of Eastern goods, consummated here, generally in 
thousand-case lots, at 67'%4¢, f. o. b. Chicago. These tomatoes 
it should be noted are goods held in storage here; that is, 
they aren't brand new sales made for shipment from Balti- 
more or Maryland packing points. Last advices received 
quoted the Baltimore spot tomato market at 62%e, f. o. b. 
for No. 3 standards, 47%e¢ for standard No. 2s, which are 
quite scarce, and gallons are being offered there at $1.75 to 
$1.85, according to quality. 

We haven't heard of any business done with Chicago buy- 
ers this week on Indiana tomatoes. The Baltimore packs, be- 
ing obtainable lower, are still having the call over the West- 
ern article, which is being offered as low as 70c per doz., de- 
livered Chicago, though some holders have higher ideas. 
Standard Indianas are held, for instance, by some at 75e, 
here. There is practically nothing doing in futures, either for 
Eastern or Western packs. The Eastern canners are holding 
futures strong at 67%, f. o. b. East. At the same time, 
there have been received here some offerings from Virginia 
at 65e net cash, with a twenty-five cent rate of freight, 
which makes them a shade better proposition for the buyer, 
although Virginia packing aren’t in high favor with Chi 
-ago canned goods buyers. Indiana canners’ ideas on futures 
range from 7214e to 75e, f. o. b. factory, the majority hold- 
ing at the latter figure. We hear future Indiana standard 
No. ls quoted at $2.15, factory, extra standard Indiana 3s 
at 80c, fancies (Sanitaries) at 90c, and faney whole packed, 
tall cans, at $1.10, f. 0. b, factories.

Peas—Inquiries continue for cheap peas, with se 
offerings. Wisconsin isn't cleaned up yet on low grade peas 
nobody pretends that it is, but there has been in the aggre. 
gate a large amount of goods sold by packers in that a 
within the past sixty days, and every sale has naturally 
meant just so much of a decrease in the spot holdings of 
Wisconsin canners. Jobbers continue to bid below packers’ 
views. We have heard of no spot business in the local 
market during the week at under 65¢ basis. Better known 
pea packers in Wisconsin appear to be well filled up with 
advance orders, though some «doubtless could accept more 
future business. The newer packers, those not so well 
known, have in a number of instances booked .a good dea! 
of future business, but, as THE CANNER has previously stated. 
the bulk of the orders appear to have been taken from 
grocery buyers in the interior, rather than with Chicago job- 
bers, who have shown quite a preference for the packer with 
rather than without a reputation for the quality of his prod- 
uct. 

Corn— W hile Western packers hold standard corn up to 75e 
per doz., f. o. b. factories, 72%4¢ factory is quoted, and we 
hear of a block of corn in Chicago warehouse offered by the 
owner at 72%e, due to his desire to clean up, Demand at 
present is light. Chicago jobbers have taken in very little 
corn, so far as we have been able to learn, during the past 
several days; but it mustn’t be understood that there is any 
pressure on part of packers who have some corn left to 
market the balance of their holdings, which, as THE Canygr 
has pointed out in earlier issues, are small. The stock of 
corn in packers’ hands is, from reports from all principal 
packing sections, decidedly limited, so that a complete 
clean-up should easily be made before a wheel is turned on 
the 1910 sweet corn crop. The majority of Western packers 
also seem well sold up on futures. Standard from Indiana, 
lowa and Northern Ohio is quoted, though, at 65c, f. 0, b, 
factory, and a very limited quantity of 1910 Illinois paek- 
ing also could be booked at that figure. However, there are 
a great many Western packers who won't take on any more 
future business at 65c, factory. We hear of some Ohio and 
Jowa spot Country Gentlemen offered at 80c, factory, future 
Ohio Country Gentlemen at 77'4¢, and future Illinois Coun- 
try Gentlemen at 80c, factory. 

Fruits—There is a pretty good movement in spot Califor- 
nia canned goods for prompt shipment from the Coast. 
Some of the packers have been offering special lots at 
slightly under the published quotations for the purpose of 
making a clean-up. There has been a fair movement through 
consumptive channels.

Asparagus—Buying of new pack asparagus has let 1 
somewhat of late, attributed to the fact that opening tiene 
were made and‘ then reduced, and this always follows when- 
ever a reduction from opening prices is made, buyers wait- 
ing to see what further is going to happen. The result is 
that those who bought early have been protected on reduced 
prices, and those who have not bought are holding off largely 
for the purpose of awaiting developments. On the other 
hand, the trade, generally speaking, have not bought future 
asparagus this year as heavily as in the past. The disposi- 
tion has been to hold back and take chances. Purchases to 
present date are estimated at about 75 per cent of advance 
orders placed to same date in 1909. THE CANNER’S informa- 
tion from California is to the effect that the holding back 
of the trade has had a tendency to curtail the pack and 
that there will not be as heavy a production of asparagus 
as was anticipated at the time prices on the new pack were 
announced. Fresh asparagus, which has always found a 
very good outlet in Eastern markets, has come in here for 
the last few days with a disappointing demand, due to the 
competition of other vegetables, forced forward by the un- 
usually early season. 

Apples—Trading on apples is quiet in the Chicago market 
at present, but the offerings of packers are very limited. 
No. 10 Michigan apples are quoted at $2.45, delivered Chi- 
eago, and No. 3 Michigan standards at 70c, factory, or T5e, 
delivered Chicago. 

Sardines—The market on domestic 
quiet. Stocks in first-hands are very light.

It is expected 
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ening prices on the new pack of domestics will be 
announced early in May, and these are being waited for by 
the trade. The outlook is for higher quotations than were 
named last season. The 1910 domestic sardine canning opens 
on the Maine coast tomorrow, April 15. Reports from 

France indicate that the new catch of sardines will not com- 
mence before about the end of June, and that it is too early 
to make any predictions now as to the possible catch. 
Strohmeyer & Arpe, reporting on Norwegian smoked sar- 
dines, say that ‘‘We look for a scarcity of the finest quali- 
ties of smoked sardines before the new fishing begins, which 
will start about next June or July. The remaining stocks 
of one of the best known brands of summer fish on the 
market today are not sufficient to answer the demand for 
this month and there is no possibility of getting any more 
of them until the new packing will begin. The cheaper 
orades of smoked sardines are selling very well and taking 
all in all, conditions are very good.’’ ; 

Oysters—No packing of any consequence will be done 
between now and the close of the season. Quotations cur- 
vent at Baltimore on Chesapeake Bay stock are as follows:

Dried Fruit Market 








There has been no change in any of the lines. There has 
been a new price put out on apricots on a basis of 8¢ for 
standards and 81%4c for choice for new crop August-Septem-

ear is virtually all in the hands of jobbers, interest on the 
Coast centers almost entirely at present in futures, and judg- 
ing from the inquiries received from jobbers throughout the 
country buyers are also more interested in next year’s pack and 
prices than on spot goods. 

The outlook is giving buyers some concern as to what next 
season’s prices will be. Conditions undoubtedly warrant an 
jnerease in price all down the line. Last year’s pack, the 
largest in history, was disposed of almost before the pack was 
completed. This year’s pack will doubtless be at least a million 
eases short of the pack of last season, as Puget Sound and 
British Columbia will have the usual small production of an off 
ear, In spite of these facts, however, the large producers 
state that the buyers need not look for any substantial increase 
in prices, for it is their belief that when salmon is placed at a 
level where it is no longer an economy for the householder the 
consumption will be curtailed to such an extent that the market 
will suffer as a consequence and a damage will be wrought 
that it will take several years to recover from. Back in 1903, 
before the markets had attained to their present properties, a 
price of $1.30 a dozen was forced on Red Alaska salmon. This 
placed it out of the 15-cent retail class, and consumption was 
curtailed to such an extent that it was necessary the next year 
to establish a price of 85¢ a dozen before this grade would 
move. It took several years to get the market back to the 
point where it had been before the abnormal price was de- 
manded. This taught the packers and brokers a lesson which 
they will be very likely to heed this year. They will be in- 
clined to content themselves with a living profit and keep the 
market in its present healthy condition. It may be that a 
slight increase will be made in some grades. The price on pinks 
last year was so low as to actually represent a loss to the pack- 
ers. This grade will undoubtedly open higher this season, but

EpIToR CANNER: There is a little movement in spot corn, 
but it is not marked by any excitement, for there is now left 
but few carlots, including goods that are standard: The fancy 
was sold at $1 f.0.b. Portland, and the standard from 80e to 
85e. I shall be surprised if on May 1 a car can be purchased. 

There have been but few sales lately of future fancy. This 
arises from two causes—the absence of offerings by packers 
and the absence of courage by buyers. There has been, both 
east and west, a disposition on the part of farmers to plant 
yellow in place of sweet corn. Now, in face of the statement 
made by the writer that there had been and probably would be 
less acreage planted than usual, a communication was published 
in a Portland, Me., paper that there would be an enormous in- 
crease. Someone is ‘‘mistaken.’’ Now most of the prospective 
pack has been sold; hence if there is going to be a searcity 
one can but foresee the difficulty in contracting later on. My 
statement was, and is based on estimates and facts given to 
me by packers, farmers, and what the contracts for cans have 
been. As there will be no ‘‘carry-over,’’ this will have its ef- 
fect. 

The article in which the increase was predicted was an ‘‘in- 
spired’’ one; hence business men here simply smiled. Outside 
of Maine, it has had the effect of frightening off some of the 
many prospective purchasers—for a time, at least. Our friends,

Epirok CANNER: Big buyers in grocery lines in this market 
still continue a conservative policy toward canned goods. Other 
articles suffer in a like degree, but it seems to be quite gener- 
ally admitted that the burden of a restricted buying policy falls 
heaviest on products that even now show lessened profit to the 
holding producers. The largest distributers of canned goods 
among the jobbers even now are not willing to anticipate pos- 
sible wants beyond the immediate future, and there is, as a di- 
rect result, a continuous pressure on the part of some holders 
to sell, which is conceded to be the greatest source of weakness 
to the whole situation. This market has been credited with 
being the weakest spot on the eanned goods map. It is also 
said to be the dumping ground for ‘‘left overs’’ from other 
markets, as well as from the principal packing points. The 
effect of the continued selling pressure from producers has 
never been more noticeable than it is now, and this fact is ad- 
vanced as a possible explanation for the apparent indifference 
of the jobbers to what in ordinary seasons and under normal 
conditions would seem to be a propitious time for getting in. 
In most of the articles in the canned vegetable and fruit list 
jobbers are finding it a pretty easy thing to buy on a basis

Under conditions like these there is & more or less nominal 
market. Best stock is forced down in competition with the lower 
grades, and the result is harm to the packer. It is claimed that 
fhe consumer gets no benefit as a rule from the lowering of 
values since the retail prices, except in rare instances, are not 
lowered to the usual relation between eost and selling price. 
The one thing that stands out with a good deal of prominence 
now is the fact that the packers face higher cost to produce on 
a good many lines this season. In a great many Instances 
nackers’ selling basis on 1909 packed goods and on futures in 
1910 pack show a difference of 214, cents to Te per dozen. 
This fact, together with the fact that most lines in futures have 
sold slowly and in smaller volume, points to the conclusion that 
there will of a necessity be a lessened pack. It suggests, too, 
the additional fact that with a smaller production there is cer- 
tain to be some enhancement of values on whatever stock of old 
goods is earried over. Packers, this year, have been slow in 
making contracts with farmers on acreage in 9eas, corn and 
tomatoes. The result is that farmers are now sail to be making 
preparations for planting the more profitable field crops. If the 
arguments as here advanced on the part of some students of the 
situation are correct, there seems to be warrant for the asser- 
tion that the packer will do well in gradually withérawing from 
the market such as his carryover as will hold good {nto the next 
season. If reports received here from some points are correct, 
this is exactly what several packers are doing in béth peas and 
corn. 

In corn the general market is held firmly. There is no steam 
on, but there is and has been a good, steady interest. The im- 
pression is created that jobbers have been quietly picking up 
stock of good quality wherever they could get it, in anticipation 
of a higher level of values. It was difficult this week to secure 
anything in State fancy No. 2s under 90e per dozen. Some lots 
are held up to 95e and even $1 is quoted. A sale of 500 cases 
No. 2 standards was reported here at S80c, and a bid on a 
further lot of 80¢ was declined. So far as can be learned, 
there is nothing offered in future corn under 75e per dozen. 
Here and there 80¢ is quoted. There is little stock in Maine 
corn offered. Some fancy sold at $1.10 per dozen here, and 
there is a little more local interest. There appears to be no 
interest in spot Southern Maine style corn, but some lots of 
cheap western stock have been picked up by jobbers. Best 
grades are not procurable under 771%4c here, and in some cases 
up to 8244¢ has been paid. In a good many instances packers 
ot futures are not offering on the market. The prospects are 
uncertain so far as the acreage is concerned, and on the crop 
itself there is no telling what may happen. That the general 
acreage in corn will be greatly curtailed this season seems to be 
generally accepted as probable by most of the packers and 
jobbers. 








There appears to be a little improvement in spot tomatoes, 
and though the market is very quiet buyers are picking up a car 
or so here and there. The jobbers are showing a better disposi- 
tion to take hold, but they are shopping ’round a good deal.

o. b. factory for full standard No. 3s in the last few days. 
There have been sales, however, at 60¢c factory on grade accept- 
able to the buyer. They are not taking stock actively, however, 
since there is held to be a considerable supply held in ware- 
houses here, on which they can draw as needed at prices just 
as low as the factory basis cost laid down. These stocks have 
the added advantage of being here. Up to the close there has 
been a dearth of real interest in No. 2s and No. 10s. The latter, 
however, have met a better sale than the No. 2s, as quite con- 
siderable business was done early last week on the basis of 
$1.75 to $1.80 per dozen f. o. b. factory for Maryland stock. 
These goods are said to have been picked up by a manufactur- 
ing concern for use in soups. In future tomatoes the buyers are 
not showing interest. Packers, on the other hand, are not 
urging sales, since the selling basis is given as pretty close to 
actual cost to pack. New Jersey tomatoes are offered quite 
freely, and on old pack there seems to be a shade more anxiety 
to sell. 

Good quality in peas at 65c to 70c here is readily taken, but 
the volume of stock offering at the figure seems to be rather 
limited. Early in the week a good deal of stock is said to have 
changed hands at prices within the range quoted. All the med- 
ium and coarse grades are neglected. There has been a call 
for State Refugee beans and some fair-sized lots of No. 1s to 
clean up holdings of packers were sold at from $1.40 to $1.55 
per dozen here. A good deal of stock in No. 3s and cuts is 
said to be offering here. Southern gallons in green offer a 
little less freely, but wax beans move slowly. Some low priced 
asparagus was moved early in the week at prices given as $2.70 
for Mammoth white in 244 cans. Medium green is said to be 
less freely offered. There are no large lots offered from first 
hands, but the tone of the market is very easy. Asparagus fu- 
tures are dull. Spinach is held with some confidence on gallon 
grade free from sand. Sales have been made up to $3 per 
dozen. Spot succotash is closely cleaned up. A fair call is 
reported for sweet potatoes based on 75¢ for southern No. 3s. 

There is talk in sardine circles of making opening prices on 
the 1910 pack about May 1. The packing season starts on 
April 15 contingent on the run of fish. Since the cost of pack- 
ing is likely to be increased as a result of the rise in schedule 
on raw material, none of the packers are willing to make a sell- 
ing basis in advance of the catch. It is the impression here 
that until the big run of fish starts the sellers will market the 
new goods as packed at prices ruling at the time of sale. There 
is little stock of old packed goods available on the market now, 
and for such lots prices are dependent on the ideas of individual 
holders. 

A good deal more interest is manifested in spot red Alaska 
salmon, and the market is a shade firmer on the range of 
$1.50 to $1.55 per dozen on red Alaska talls. Pink salmon 
is offered a little more freely in the range of 80c to 85c. Some 
buying of medium red salmon is reported, but the limited 
offerings and firm views of sellers tend to restrict business. 
The Columbia river Chinooks and Sockeyes are held firmly under 
very light stocks. 

More local inquiry is noted for the general line in canned 
fruits, but buyers are not as keen on purchases as they were 
a week or so ago. California apricots still have an active call 
at $1.55 to $1.60 for No. 2% standard. Sales of extra stand- 
ards are noted at $1.70 here and a few gallon table apricots 
have been sold up to $6.50 per dozen here. Cherries meet a 
fair local interest. A good business has been done also in 
California lemon cling peaches. State No. 10 apples are firmer, 
but there is a good deal of stock that can be picked up in 
ordinary grades around $2.45 per dozen here. The impression 
exists that a freer movement will be noted in all descriptions 
in fruits by the end of the month. Hupson SrrEev.

EpiIToR CANNER: It is the impression that the importers f 
Smyrna figs will not succeed in their efforts to secure any a 
cessions from the government covering the question of the 
recent ruling regarding wormy figs in this country. The i. 
is still troubling the fig section of the New York Dried Fruit 
Association, with special reference to the coming crop. It is 
stated that the officials of the Department of Agriculture are 
not inclined to recede from their attitude on the question of 
worms in the fruit. Spot layer figs are weaker and lower as 
a result of the efforts on the part of the holders to clean y 
in advance of the cold storage period. There is no great sup. 
ply of stock carried in any quarter. Currants are easier at the 
close in sympathy with the lower tendency of the market in 
Greece. Shippers in Greece were unable to sustain the market 
at the recent advance. 

A very small buying interest is noted in raisins. Seeded stock 
in 1-Ib. cartons on the spot offers at 5144¢ for coast pack. The 
situation on the coast is reported as still unsettled. There is a 
moderate stock of imported raisins carried over, but the desire 
to clean up on the part of some holders is forcing a somewhat 
lower level of values. Apricots and peaches are dull. There 
is apparently no local interest in future apricots and buyers 
are looking for a lower range of prices when the actual selling 
season is on. Prunes are easy on large sizes in the ordinary 
grades. Medium and small sizes are dull. The coast market 
is reported weak. 

Spot state dried apples- ruled firmer at the close. On faney 
10¢ to 10%c is hard to do. There is little really fancy stock on 
hand. Choice state stock is held at 8%4¢ to 8%4c¢ in most cases, 
Prime stock continues a little irregular. A moderate call is 
noted for both chops and waste. In the small fruits the tone 
is still dull, and in the absence of any offerings of consequence 
the market is somewhat nominal. HELLGATE,

EpItoR CANNER: Have you ever seen a crowd of people in 
a panic, under stress of real or fancied danger on board ship 
or in a building? If you have you know how utterly regardless 
the terrorstricken crowd has been of everything except the one 
idea to either get ‘‘off’’ or ‘‘out.’’ Many tomato holders 
have been in a similar state of mind during the last few weeks, 
Helter skelter to get rid of their holdings and never mind the 
price. ‘‘Let ’em go,’’ ‘‘Get rid of ’em’’ and ‘‘Clear out’’ 
have been the slogans recently. Last week saw no exception to 
the rule. So eager have some sellers been for orders that they 
have caused speculative buyers to believe it possible to pick 
up some standard threes at 5714c f. o. b., and consequently 
buyers orders from the West were sent to brokers here 
last week to purchase blocks of 5,000 and 10,000 cases at that 
figure. As far as I can learn, no business was done at as 
low a price as 57%4c, but considerable trading was done at 
60e, and it is still possible to find sellers on that basis, although 
during the last two days of the week there were indications of 
a firmer market, caused possibly by the fact that some of the 
‘worst rattled’’ holders had prety nearly sold out. The 
New York market also showed signs of improvement at the 
close of the week, some buyers there being willing to pay 
62%4e f. o. b. factory for favorite brands. The warehouse 
stocks in New York City are now about cleaned up, and this 
ought to have a good effect on the market, although it is very 
doubtful if it will, as there are as yet too many holders with 
stocks in their own warehouses who have been badly bitten 
with the ‘‘unloading bug’’ and who show no signs of immediate 
recovery. The packers need a nerve tonic and need it badly.

This is the provender the packers should. get just at this 
time, for a more discouraged and demoralized set of men would 
be hard to find. If they would but ‘‘ get together’’ and ask 70¢ 
and stick to that price for a week they could get it and 
possibly more. The jobbers haven’t got the stock and would 
be compelled to fall into line. Nor are stocks in first hands 
heavy by any means. On the contrary, they are less than 
normal and bid fair to be insufficient to last until new pack. 
[ know some people think otherwise and think the carryover 
will be large, but carefully compiled statistics do not bear out 
such a statement. At the rate tomatoes are going out now there 
will, in my opinion, be practically no carryover at all, but, on 
the contrary, is likely to be a shortage in July. I do not 
believe there has been as good an opportunity during the last 
twenty-five years for speculators to do some thing on tomatoes 
as there is right now. The present situation is far more 
favorable than what it was when the last syndicate commenced 
to operate, in the spring or early summer of 1905, and it is 
easy to recall how they cornered the stock. 

Oh yes, it’s also easy to recall that the ‘‘syndicate’’ came a 
cropper, but that was caused only because they didn’t know 
when to let go and thus overstayed the propitious moment. 
Had the syndicate managers displayed the same acumen in 
selling as they did in buying, success would have been their 
reward instead of failure. They had plenty of chances and 
plenty of time in which to unload, but they tried for too much. 
That was all. There is, however, very little prospect of anyone 
jumping in to corner the market again, and so the chances 
are that stocks will keep going out at from 62%e to 65c¢ until 
an actual shortage is apparent, and then few holders will have 
enough left to make any material profit. 

Futures are quiet at 65¢ to 6714c, but buyers are not falling 
over themselves to place orders even at the first mentioned price. 
Some well known brands could be bought last week at 65c, and 
a moderate amount of business was done. It is safe to say, 
however, that the quantity of futures bought up to this time 





is not half as large as is usually purchased.

heating has been found sufficient to guard them against 
decomposition, we have not yet detected in cans of this 
invaluable vegetable any trace of mineral preservatives. 
We have used canned tomatoes freely and fearlessly through- 
out the embargo period. 

Here is wherein Miss Harland shows her ignorance 
of canned goods manufacturing methods. It is nice, 
indeed, of her to so kindly except tomatoes, thereby re- 
moving them from among the undesirables and un- 
clean, but there is no reason for such partiality, since 
“the simple process of heating” that she speaks of is 
the method of preserving al] kinds of canned vege- 
tables and fruits; in fact, it is the only method em- 
ployed or known in the canning industry; and, con- 
sidering the length of time Miss Harland has been 
writing about canned goods, it is surprising that she 
hasn't discovered the fact, which it seems should be 
about the first to be discovered by any investigator, 
though there is little or nothing to indicate that Miss 
Harland has troubled herself to investigate this matter 
before writing about it, probably not regarding that 
as at all necessary. 

The following paragraph is more of the Harland 
article: 

Not one cook in twenty prepares canned foods properly 
for the table. To this ignorance or carelessness is due a 
large proportion of the suspicion with which the ‘‘tinned 
stuffs,’’ as they are called in England, are regarded by 
thousands of caterers and eaters. At their best they were 
but an indifferent substitute for fresh fruits, vegetables, 
meats and fish. So much the more reason why we should 
bestow intelligent care upon them, restoring to them, as 
far as possible, the flavor and nutritive properties of their 
former estate. 

This is the first time we have ever heard it said that 
“canned goods are an indifferent substitute for fresh 
fruits, vegetables, etc.” They certainly are the best 
substitute known, their condition being perfect so far 
as appearance and texture are concerned, and their 
taste being affected only insofar as cooking naturally 
affects the original flavor. Surely canned goods aren’t 
to be criticised for that, since everything that’s cooked, 
whether in the home kitchen or in the canning factory, 
is changed in flavor thereby. 

However, how to “restore” to canned goods “the 
flavor and nutritive properties of their former estate,” 
is interesting, and this Miss Harland undertakes to 
explain in the following: 

To begin with—and to this dictum there is no exception— 
the contents of can or glass jar should be turned out into 
another vessel five or six hours before it is to be cooked 
or eaten. Tomatoes, corn, beans, peaches, plums, spinach, 
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and especially green peas, should, one and al}, be a; 

get rid of the ‘‘close’’ taste imparted by pea aired to 
metically sealed cans. It may not be unwholesoses cher- 
undeniably unpleasant. If I lay stress upon the ne, it is 
that green peas should be aerated, it is because thee ty 
more from the long stages of airlessness than legs < — 
dibles. The slight smoky flavor of e: Fecitlicate 
edibles. 1e slig smoky flavor of canned French 
American canned peas is commonly accepted as inse o bk 
from them when they have been artificially wai " 
We all know it, and most of us submit to it. ‘Some dislike 
it so heartily that they never eat canned peas. If the c : 
tents of the can be poured into a colander, the liquor in 
which the peas have been kept thrown away and the Ae 
put into an open bowl of iced water and left there for 
or three hours, then cooked in the usual way, 
no taste or smell of the ‘‘smoke.’’ Keep the water eold 
changing once for fresh. The average cook will hardly 
‘*take the trouble’’ to obey directions so simple, and which 
involve little loss of time or toil. The independent house- 
mother who ‘‘does her own work’’ will be thankful for th 
° e 
hint. 

It is possible and even probable that the flavor of 
canned peas will be improved by rinsing them in cold 
water, or by allowing them to soak for a time, but to 
say that canned fruits and vegetables without excep- 
tion will be improved by being “aerated” is ridiculoys 
and the housewife who follows Miss Harland’s advice 
and keeps canned tomatoes, corn, spinach, peaches, 
etc., in a bowl or other receptacle for five or six hours 
before using will find that she has daniaged their 
flavor rather than improved or “restored” it. 

Even more absurd is Miss Harland’s statement in 
regard to restoring the “nutritive properties” of 
canned goods by “bestowing intelligent care upon 
them.” How can any kind of care, intelligent or 
otherwise, restore that which hasn’t been lost, unless 
the nutritive properties of any kind of food may be 
said to be lowered in the cooking? 

The public doesn’t seem to understand, and Miss 
Harland, if she knows no more about canned goods 
than her articles indicate, appears to be no exception, 
that the process of canning is simply cooking, merely 
the application to the fruit or vegetable of a high de- 
gree of heat and sealing the product up in an air-tight 
can; that the entire operation of putting up canned 
fruits and vegetables is no more complicated, no more 
mysterious, than the boiling of potatoes or cabbage 
or the stewing of tomatoes in the kitchen at home. 
If the American people could be made to realize this, 
all the talk about chemical preservatives, seriously in- 
jurious as it is to the canning industry, would cease 
and the consuming demand increase normally, at least.

Consul P. E. Taylor, of Stavanger, furnishes a 
translation of an article, from a Philadelphia corre 
spondent to a local newspaper, concerning the failure 
of Norwegian exporters to secure their proper share

“If Norwegian fish exporters have failed to realize 
what they expected trom American advertisements 
the failure is due to themselves. If these would prop- 
erly combine, learn the conditions which prevail in 
the American market, and then adopt the American 
eystem of advertising, they would reach results which 
would fully justify all outlay of money and time, Good 
fresh fish in so dear in the United States that the 
working people can not afford the luxury. Why, then, 
asks the Norwegian exporter, 1s there not more of a 
ready sale for Norwegian canned fish? Simply because 


it is unknown, outside a very narrow circle. ‘If Nor- 
wegian fish exporters would properly exploit the 
American market there would be no fear of the profit- 
able results of such exploitation. The fish products 
referred to by the correspondent are canned goods of 
various kinds, especially sardines and fish balls.”

A Case of Great Importance to All Packers of Canned Goods. 

THe CANnNER has received the following from Na- 
tional Secretary Frank E. Gorrell at Bel Air, Md.: 

‘¢The attention of the Bureau of Publicity has been called 
to a case which has just been decided in Fort Worth, Texas. 
It is called ‘United States vs. Two thousand cases of canned 
tomatoes.’ 

‘‘This suit was instituted last fall by a United States 
marshal claiming that these goods contained bad cans and 
swells and leaks which were unfit for food and therefore 
should be condemned. 

‘‘The goods belonged to Mr. Robert G. Charles, of Aber- 
deen, Md., and were sold through the commission house of 
Baker and Morgan, of that place. 

‘*As is well known, in all seizures under the Pure Food 
Law it has been the custom to commence two actions; one 
before the judge in the district in which the impounded 
goods are taken and the other before the Board of Food 
and Drug Inspection, Washington, D. C. The latter decides 
whether or not criminal proceedings shall be instituted, 
while the former is in the nature of an action of a civil char- 
acter. 

‘*1, In the trial before the United States judge the 
question was presented as to the right of the government 
to condemn and confiscate the good tomatoes involved in the 
controversy because of the presence of the occasional bad 
ones. It was contended in the pleadings that a large pro- 
portion of the tomatoes, viz: over 96 per cent (these toma- 
toes were afterwards overhauled and only 46 cases of swells 
found) were good and not violative of the law; that the 
presence of tke occasional bad can did not at all affect 
injuriously. the good ones; that the bad cans could be easily 
distinguished from the good ones.

due to the handling of the goods in transportation and the

of the gevernment chemist and a date fixed for a hearing, 

‘‘To this the government attorney raised a special ex. 
ception that although the facts be true as pleaded, yet never. 
theless the prosecution of this proceeding would not be 
thereby affected, the contention in effect being that the com- 
plianee with the regulations of the Department of Agri- 
culture was not necessary in order to prosecute this action, 
The judge took the government’s view of the law, deciding 
that it was not necessary to follow these regulations, 

‘*The case then proceeded on its merits, and as there were 
both good cans and bad cans in the shipment the defendant 
could offer but very little of his testimony for the reason 
that it was not disputed by the defense that there were some 
bad cans and that such bad cans were not now in compliance 
with the law. 

‘*From the above it would seem that the precedent is es- 
tablished that the government can impound an entire ship- 
ment of canned goods, because of the presence of any bad 
cans, even although the entire shipment was packed in full 
compliance with the law, was inspected before shipment, 
but afterwards developed swells through unavoidable and 
natural causes. That it is the right of the government to 
overhaul the said shipment at the expense of the seller and 
take out the bad cans and return the good ones; even al- 
though the contract between the seller and the purchaser 
provides that such bad cans are not embraced within the 
terms of the sale, nor are they fit or designed for food, but 
are designed and intended to be culled from the good cans 
and destroyed or returned to the seller. 

‘Tt is also further established that the government is 
not required to comply with the regulations of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture with reference to the delivery of the 
samples of goods for examination. Nor is it required to

A eareful perusal of the enelosed will, I think, 
every canner a most serious situation as an outgrowth of 
the Pure Food Law, and which demands his prompt 
and positive attention in order to save himself from possible 
loss, inconvenience and unenviable publicity. 

You will see that any shipment of canned goods, however 
large or small, which you may make to any part of the 
country which may contain leaks or swells in any quantity,

however small, may be seized by a government inspector, 
impounded and overhauled by the United States marshal 


at the expense of the eanner without even having samples 
of the goods returned to him for inspection, although the 
contract of sale between buyer and seller contained the usual 
conditions as to swells and leaks. 

This, coupled with the unenviable notoriety of appearing 
in such a ease in a United States court is bad enough; but 
it is not all, for the bare intimation of such a proceeding 
will be deemed by many a buyer a justifiable ground for 
rejecting goods. 

I am informed that the costs in the 
the inclosure are already so great that the owner of the 
goods does not feel disposed to prosecute it further. And 
yet, if it stops where it is, it will establish a precedent and 
beeome a leading ease for reference in the future. 

It has been suggested that the National Canners’ Asso 
ciation take the matter up and prosecute it to a decision by 
the United States Supreme Court, if need be; and, should 
such unfavorable, to endeavor to have suéh 
amendment made by Congress to the Pure Food Law as will 
exempt swells and leaks from its operation when provided 
for by contract between buyer and seller. 

Before taking steps in the matter the executive committee 
of the National Association know whether, in so 
doing, they will have the moral and financial support of the 
canners at large.

BILL TO LIMIT COLD STORAGE INTRODUCED IN 
UNITED STATES SENATE. 

Senator Lodge’s committee, which is investigating 
the increased cost of living, has pre xluced_ results in 
the shape of a resolution that no article of food shall 
be kept in cold storage for a period of longer than a 
year, with penalties for violations. The Massachusetts 
senator presented a bill backing up the suggestion of 
the committee, which declares articles of food adul- 
terated when kept in cold storage more than a year, 
and declares food misbranded unless it bears a label 
showing correctly the length of time it has been kept 
in cold storage. 

A long report on the advantages of the proposal to 
put a time limit of one year on cold storage food was 
submitted by the committee; but it was nowhere set 
out how much this will prevent the hoarding of sup- 
plies or the artificial fixing of prices.

The Modoe Packing Company, Rhineland, Mo., will not oper- 
ate its factory this year, having gone out of business. 

Joseph Hitz has purchased the interest of the R. Johnson 
heirs in the Madison Packing Company at Madison, Ind. 

A canning factory for Osceola, Wis., is being talked of. We 
understand that Mr. W. E. Roese, of Osceola, is interested. 

The Edinburg, Ind., canning factory will operate on corn 
only this season. Tomatoes will be packed at North Vernon 
and Corydon. 

The Winters Canning Company will erect a large fruit can- 
nery at Suisun and will also continue to operate its present 
plant at Winters. 

The Hull Milling, Light and Canning Company, Hull, IIL, 
has been incorporated with $10,000 capital stock by George W. 
Lay, A. L. Maple, and J. W. Kuhlman. 

Plans are being matured for the new cannery to be erected 
by the Lewiston-Clarkston cannery at Lewiston, Idaho, on the 
site of the plant burned several months ago.

The Bethlehem (Ind.) Canning Company was organized re- 
cently and will operate this season on tomatoes. We are told 
that a special effort will be made to pack a high-grade product. 

Planting of tomatoes for the Break 0’ Day Canning Com- 
pany, Mt. Pleasant, Tex., was begun on April 1. We under- 
stand that the company will slightly increase its tomato acreage 
over last year’s. 

At the annual meeting of the stockholders of the Willard 
Canning Company, Willard, Utah, a few days ago, it was de- 
cided not to run the Willard factory this year. The plant at 
Perry will run as usual. 

The directors of the Hampton-Kelley Canning Company, 
Hampton, Ia., have let a contract for the erection of their new 
factory. The building will be of brick and one of the most 
modern plants in the country. 

W. F. Green, proprietor of the canning factory at Fort Mor- 
gan, Colo., announces that his factory will handle, in addition 
to tomatoes, pickles, corn, peas and beans. Last season toma- 
toes were the only crop handled. 

H. J. Johannes has been at Clintonville, Wis., for some time 
past getting things in readiness for the establishment of our 
new pickle factory. He has the machinery practically ready 
for shipment, and as soon as the factory is ready to receive it 
will have it on hand. 

The Columbia Conserve Company, of Indianapolis, which re- 
cently purchased the plant of the American Canning Company, 
Lebanon, Ind., has, we understand, shipped a large quantity 
of machinery to that place from the dismantled plant at Indian- 
apolis, and is planning to operate on a very extensive scale. 

Regarding the plans of the Altamont Canning Company, Alta- 
mont, Ill., a report from there says that a strong effort will be 





made to secure a large acreage this year. The officers of thi 
company are as follows: H. H. Bailey, president; J, R Snook, 
first vice; William Dickman, second vice and treasurer: Fr i 
Giesking, secretary. . ey 

The Belle Fourche Valley Canning Company, of Belle 
Fourche, 8. D., has been organized with £100,000 capital stock 
The officers are: President, A. Rosander; vice-president ‘Jan 
R. Curtis; secretary, Willis Owen; treasurer, H. FE, Perkins 
It was decided to locate the factory at Vale. Arrangements are 
being made, and building will start in April. 

It is reported that the Gibson Cannitig Company, Gibson 
Ill., may not operate the branch factory at Seymour, Wis.. this 
year. The name of the Seymour plant has been changed to the 
Fred E. Hulbert Canning Company. Mr. Hulbert is a Green 
Bay, Wis., man who managed the plant for the Gibson Cannin 
Company last year. It.is stated that unsatisfactory freight 
rates caused the latter to discontinue operations at Seymour. 

The Louisiana Railroad Commission has received a letter 
from the Natchez Packing Company asking that the Louisiana 
Commission establish a special rate on packing products. The 
letter says: ‘‘We have organized a packing plant in Natchez 
with a capital of $100,000. We expect to draw a very large : 
percentage of our product from Louisiana, and while we know 
that you cannot give us a rate to Natchez, we would like for 
you to give us as low rate as possible on cattle, hogs, ete., to 
Vidalia, from all parts of Louisiana. Your people are as much 
interested in this proposition as we are. The people living in 
Louisiana realize the great benefits of such a proposition.’?’ 

A recent report from Fowler, Colo., stated that the Fowler 
Canning Company is already preparing for a big season. To 
insure an ample supply of tomatoes the company has erected a 
large hothouse, and between 300,000 and 400,000 seedling to- 
mato plants are now in course of cultivation. It is the first 
hothouse in the Arkansas valley to supply farmers with plants. 
The company has also leased a large acreage of ground adjoin- 
ing the factory premises on the west and along the Santa Fe 
right-of-way, and in this will be planted tomatoes for exposition 
to visitors. The company will show visiting delegations the 
process of canning tomatoes, starting at the vine and winding 
up in the packing room. The Fowler Canning Company this 
week started their new ice plant, recently installed, and are 
now furnishing ice to the local trade.’’ 

A recent report from Yuba City, Cal., stated that ‘‘ Despite 
the persistent rumors to the effect that the local plants of the 
California Canners’ Association and the Amsby Preserving Com- 
pany would not run this season, there is a strong probability 
that the season’s run will be made as usual. The whole question 
hinges on the disposal of the waste water and sewage from 
the canneries. The packers maintain that it will be impossible 
to operate the plants unless the waste products can be emptied 
into the Yuba City drainage canal, while there is strenuous 
objection to this plan by certain interested individuals. Several 
conferences have been held between representativeg of the com- 
panies and the city trustees and the trustees of the drainage 
distriet. It is believed that some agreement will soon be 
reached, as the closure of the canneries means quite a loss to 
the city.’’

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HOUSE BILL NO. 19,265 DOES NOT REQUIRE LABELING 
OF CANNED FRUITS AND VEGETABLES. 

It appears that the early reports that a canned goods 
dating bill has been introduced in Congress were in- 
correét. Sueh a report was circulated throughout the 
country, based on dispatches from Washington.  In- 
vestigation, however, shows that this bill, known as 
House Bill No. 19,265, refers entirely to meat and 
meat products inspected under a recent act of Con- 
gress. In this connection National Secretary rank 
E. Gorrell writes: “The fruit and vegetable canners 
have no interest in the bill. I beg to add for your fur- 
ther information that this office is in closest touch with 
the daily proceedings of Congress and should a bill be 
introduced requiring the dating of fruits and vegetables 
we will be glad to give you the earliest information 
possible concerning the requirements of same.” 

At the recent meeting of the executive committee of 
the National association, held in Chicago, legislation 
requiring the dating of canned goods was discussed, 
and it was decided to call the attention of the legisla- 
tive committee of the National to the bill which Wash- 
ington dispatches indicated had just been introduced in 
Congress. The legislative committee later took up the 
matter, the result of its work being shown in the fol 
lowing letter, under date of April 7, from Chairman 
Hugh S. Orem of the National executive committee to 
National President L. A. Sears: 

Mr. L. A. Sears, President, 
National Canners’ Association, 
Chillicothe, Ohio. 
Dear Sir:— 

The undersigned, committee on legislation, begs to report 
that by direction of the executive committee it has examined 
the proposed dating bill, known as House bill No. 19,265, 
and find that the same relates only to meat and meat food 
products which has been inspected and passed under the act 
providing for the inspection of meats and approved June 
30, 1906. 

As this bill in no way affects fruit, vegetable, fish or oys- 
ter packers, your committee recommends that the members 
of the National Canners’ Association refrain from writing 
their members in Congress asking their influence to defeat 
the bill. 

Your committee will be promptly advised of any bill which 
may be introduced requiring the date to be put upon tins 
of fruit and vegetables, and will immediately put itself in 
communication with the members of the association, request- 
ing at that time that they at onee get in correspondence 
with their respective members of Congress asking their in 
fluence to prevent the enactment of such a measure.

and passed,’’ shall be deposited and hermetically cused it 
any can, pot, tin, or other receptacle in any establishment 
where inspection under the provisions of said Aet is main- 
tained, the person, firm, or corporation preparing said prod- 
ucts shall cause a label to be attached to said ean, pot, tin 
or other receptacle, which label shall state the date when the 
contents were placed therein and that the contents thereof 
have been ‘‘inspeeted and passed’’ under the provisions of 
said Act. And no inspection and examination of meat or 
meat food products deposited and hermetically sealed in any 
can, pot, tin, or other receptacle in any establishment where 
inspection is maintained under said Act shall be deemed to he 
complete until such meat or meat food products have been 
hermetically sealed in said can, pot, tin, or other receptacle 
and labeled as herein provided; and no meat or meat food 
products shall be sold or offered for sale by any person, firm, 
or corporation in interstate commerce under any false or 
deceptive name, but established trade name or names which 
are usual to such products and which shall have the approval 
of the Secretary of Agriculture are permitted.

FOOD OFFICIAL SAYS CONFLICTING FOOD LAWS ADD 
TO MANUFACTURERS’ COSTS. 


In an address the other night before the members 
of the New York Association of Manufacturers’ Rep- 
resentatives Byard C. Fuller, chief of the Division of 
Foods and Drugs of the Department of Health of New 
York City, told his hearers that “I am sure the time 
will come, not only by concerted action on your part, 
when we will have one uniform law in all states, so 
that the manufacturers who are honest may ship all 
over the country with perfect freedom, not being held 
up every time they cross the border line, and so much 
of your profits will not be spent in printing one label 
today and another tomorrow and making it necessary 
to employ lawyers continuously to keep you out of 
trouble when you are so thoroughly honest. 

“| believe it is the spirit rather than the letter of the 
law that should be observed, but how many times do 
we read of people being prosecuted because they fail 
to state concisely on their labels the ingredients of the 
contents of packages; for example in Ohio, the extract 
law is so stringent that every manufacturer must not 
alone label imitation as such, but give the absolute 
formula, yet in the neighboring states the word ‘imita- 
tion’ is sufficient.”

The J. M. Paver Co., Chicago. 

The cleaning-up process on the part of several pack- 
ers has more or less disturbed the spot canned goods 
Mtuation of the past week. The market is void of any 
speculative features. Present values seem extremely 
low. Buying of futures continues at a gratifying rate. 
This is applicable to all items in the line. 

Peas—The liberal selling that has characterized 
the market during the past few months is fast clean- 
ing up stocks in packers’ hands. The present values 
should look particularly attractive. Trading in future 
peas developed greater activity during the past week, 
confined to the fancy grades, on which all reputable 
packers are most closely sold up, and to the No. 10 
tin. Packers of the latter size seldom pack except 
on orders, and we would recommend anticipation of 
your requirements. 

Corn—The market on both spots and futures is 
active. Packers continue to report great difficulty 
in securing normal requirements of corn acreage. 
Spot stocks are fast cleaning up. 

Tomatoes—The market has been quiet, both spots 
and futures. From reports received to date, tomato 
acreage in the Middle West is destined to be ma- 
terially reduced from that of 1909. On futures a 
limited business has been booked at 72%c Indiana 
factory for No. 3 standard. We could, with firm or- 
der in hand, secure confirmation. We can quote No. 
2 standard Indiana tomatoes at 55c factory. 





Thomas G. Cranwell & Co., Baltimore, Report Most Corn 
Packers Sold Up on Futures. 

Future Corn—Most of the packers in this section 
are sold up. There has been more than the usual 
difficulty in getting acreage. We have cleaned up all 
of the future corn we have had offered to us in this 
section at 62%4c dozen. We can offer you a limited 
quantity of good standard Maine style corn, I910 
pack, at 65c dozen, less 112%. 

H. C. Steckel & Co., Baltimore, Report Improved Trading on 
Spot Tomatoes. 

Spot Tomatoes—With both inquiry and new busi- 
ness this week on spot tomatoes better than last, there 
continues general disappointment among holding in- 


terests that trading should continue at the present Jo 
basis of quotations for desirable stock to be confined bs 
closely to immediate necessities. The trend of the 
whole week’s correspondence on spot tomatoes has 
practically indicated a maintenance of this policy 
among jobbing interests generally. On the other hand 
there is among holders no more disposition today than 
there was a week ago to shade their figures on good 
marks of standards, though willing to grant conces- 
sions on marks of less desirable quality. If anything 
the position which desirable marks occupy today is 
stronger than at any time in the past two weeks, In 
3s this week as last, there has been any quantity of 
business offered at 60 cents, and it has resulted in 
bringing but 60-cent quality and nothing more, and 
in the main such lots as compared to good marks at 
62% cents have not been worth more than was paid 
for them, and more frequently were not even a good 
purchase at 60 cents. 


Strasbaugh, Silver & Co., Aberdeen, Md., View the Market 
on Spot and Future Tomatoes. 

Spot Tomatoes—But few strictly standard toma- 
toes are obtainable under 65 to 67% cents. Now and 
then, by chance, a car may be packed up at 62% cents, 
while seconds and off-standards are firmly held at 60 
cents. The buyer, on the other hand, is endeavoring 
to cover at 60 cents, with intimations from some quar- 
ters that they would not be willing to pay over 55 to 
57% cents. Some weeks ago, when a prominent broker 
courteously requested someone to please buy at 65 
cents or that someone would please sell at 6214 cents, 
it looked like if someone would sell at 621% cents there 
would be some business, but when the someone was 
found who would sell at 62% cents, the buyer con- 
tinued to back down and endeavor to influence a lower 
price. As a result the volume of business that has 
been recorded since the advent of the demoralized con- 
dition is exceptionally light. 2s strictly standard qual- 
ity continue to be much more firmly held on the basis 
of 50 to 52% cents asked and 47% cents bid. 10s 
are firmly held on the basis of $1.80 to $2.00, with 
some packers entirely sold out. 

Future Tomatoes—Owing to the present position 
of spot tomatoes, there is little interest in futures. 
Notwithstanding the latest estimated cost of packing 
futures are being offered at 65 to 67% cents which 
shows a loss rather than a profit to the canner and yet 
buyers do not seem to be interested. Only a fair de- 
mand is noted for extra. quality on the basis of 70 to 
75 cents f. o. b., for shipment as soon as packed,

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Pure Food Progress 











South Carolina Food Law. 

By an act of the last session of the South Carolina 
legislature a new pure food and drug act was passed 
which requires that food inspectors and health au- 
thorities of the state work in conjunction in enforcing 
the laws. Preparations are now being made toward 
that end as the new law goes into effect May 1. 


More Notices of Judgment Under the Federal Food and 
Drugs Act. 

The Department of Agriculture has just issued an- 
other batch of notices of judgment under the Federal 
Food and Drugs Act. Notice of Judgment No. 238 
refers to the adulteration and misbranding of apple 
jelly, the facts in this case being given as follows: 

“On April 14, 1909, an inspector of the Department 
of Agriculture purchased from the Winter, Loeb Gro- 
ery Company, Montgomery, Ala., a sample of a food 
product labeled: “Wilco Apple Jelly with Pineapple 
contains one-third of 1% tartaric acid. Made of apple 
juice and sugar. The Williams Bros. Co., Detroit, 
Mich., U. S. A.” The sample was analyzed in the 
Bureau of Chemistry of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and found to contain, among 
other ingredients, glucose. From the aforesaid analysis 
it would appear that the article was adulterated within 
the meaning of section 7 of the act in that a certain 
substance, to wit, glucose, had been substituted in part 
for the genuine food product; and was misbranded 
within the meaning of section 8 of the act in that it 
was labeled “Apple Jelly with Pineapple. Made of 
Apple Juice and Sugar,” which statements were false, 
misleading and deceptive, inasmuch as they tended to 
induce the purchaser to believe he was procuring a 
product niade of apple juice and sugar, whereas, 
as a matter of fact, the product also contained a for- 
eign substance, namely, glucose.” 


N. J. 232, Misbranding of Cider Vinegar. 

No. 232 refers to the adulteration and misbranding 
of cider vinegar. The government gives the facts in 
this case as follows: 

“On June 11, 1909, and June 17, 1909, inspectors 
of the Department of Agriculture purchased from 
Leach & Gamble Company, Wahpeton, N. Dak., and 
Everett & Hite, Decatur, Ind., samples of food prod- 
ucts labeled, respectively: “Mfd. for Leach & Gamble 
Co. Victory Pure Cider Vinegar. Fermented —— 
gals. Wahpeton, N. D.” “The cider vinegar in this 
barrel is superior and guaranteed by the manufac- 
turers to conform to Pure Food Laws of Michigan or 
any other state where pure food laws are in force and 
pertaining to Fermented Pure Cider Vinegar. Manu- 
factured by Oakland Vinegar & Pickle Co., Saginaw, 
Mich.,” and “Oakland Vinegar & Pickle Company 
4% Oakland Brand Apple Cider Vinegar, fermented 
48 gal. Saginaw, Mich. Manfd. May 4, 1909.” “The 


cider vinegar in this barrel is supérior and guaranteed 
by the manufacturers to conform in every particular 
with pure food laws of Michigan or any state where 
pure food laws are in force and pertaining to. fer. 
mented pure cider vinegar. Manufactured by Qak- 
land Vinegar & Pickle Co., Saginaw, Mich,” The 
samples were analyzed in the Bureau of Chemist 
of the United States Department of Agriculture ang 
found to consist wholly or in part of a foreign sub- 
stance high in reducing sugars and dilute acetic acid. 
From the above analyses it appeared that the articles 
were adulterated within the meaning of section 7 of 
the act in that a mixture of dilute acetic acid and a 
foreign substance high in reducing sugars had been 
mixed and packed with them so as to reduce and lower 
and injuriously affect their quality and strength; and 
were misbranded within the meaning of section 8 of 
the act in that they were labeled “Victory Pure Cider 
Vinegar” and “Oakland Brand Apple Cider Vinegar,” 
and contained the statement that the “cider vinegar 
in this barrel is superior and guaranteed,” etc., which 
statements were false, misleading and deceptive to 
the purchaser thereof in that they tended to produce 
the impression that the products were pure cider vine- 
gar, whereas, in fact, they consisted wholly or in part 
of a dilute acetic acid, together with a foreign sub- 
stance high in reducing sugars.” 


N. J. 243, Adulteration and Misbranding of Vinegar. 


Notice of Judgment No. 243 also refers to the adul- 
teration and misbranding of vinegar, as follows: 

“On or about March 26, 1909, the Keller-Lorenz 
Company, of Spokane, Wash., shipped from Spokane, 
Wash., to Sand Point, Idaho, a consignment of a food 
product labeled “Apple Cider Vinegar.’ Samples from 
this shipment were procured and analyzed by the 
Bureau of Chemistry, United States Department of 
Agriculture, and as the findings of the analyst and 
report thereon indicated that the product was adulter- 
ated and misbranded within the meaning of the Food 
and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906, the Secretary of 
Agriculture afforded the Keller-Lorenz Company and 
the dealer from whom the sample was purchased op- 
portunities for hearings. As it appeared after hear- 
ings held that the said shipment was made in violation 
of the act, the Secretary of Agriculture reported the 
facts to the Attorney General with a statement of the 
evidence on which to base a prosecution. In due course 
a criminal information was filed in the District Court 
of the United States for the Eastern District of Wash- 
ington, charging that the product was shipped as 
above stated and was adulterated within the meaning 
of the act because an imitation cider vinegar com- 
posed in part of dilute acetic acid and artificially col- 
ored in a manner to conceal its inferiority had been 
substituted in part for cider vinegar, and misbranded 
within the meaning of the act, because it was labeled 
“high grade apple cider vinegar,” which statement 
was false, misleading and deceptive, because it was

ated liquid in imitation of vinegar, consisting in part 
of dilute acetic acid and artificially colored in a man- 
ner to conceal its inferiority. On January 26, 1910, 
the said defendant entered a plea of guilty and the 
court imposed upon it a fine of $25.” 

N. J. 240, Adulteraticn and Misbranding of Vinegar. 

Notice of Judgment No. 240 refers to another case 
of adulteration.and misbranding of vinegar, as fol- 
lows: 

“On or about November 18, 1907, November 9 and 
December 2, 1908, the Price & Lucas Cider & Vinegar 
Company, Pittsburg, Pa., shipped from Pittsburg, 
Pa., to East Liverpool, Ohio, Moundsville, W. Va., 
and New Martinsville, W. Va., respectively, consign- 
ments of vinegar. Samples of these shipments were 
procured and analyzed by the Bureau of Chemistry, 
United States Department of Agriculture, and as the 
findings of the analyst and report thereon indicated 
that the products were adulterated and misbranded 
within the meaning of the Food and Drugs Act of 
June 30, 1906, the Secretary of Agriculture afforded 
the Price & Lucas Cider & Vinegar Company and the 
dealers from whom the samples were purchased op- 
portunities to be heard. As it appeared after hearings 
held that said shipments were made in violation of the 
act, the Secretary of Agriculture reported the facts 
to the Attorney General with a statement of the evi- 
dence on which to base a prosecution. In due course 
the United States attorney for the Western District 
of Pennsylvania filed criminal informations against the 
said Price & Lucas Cider & Vinegar Company, charg- 
ing it with the above shipments of products which 
were adulterated within the meaning of section 7 of 
the act, in that a substance, to wit, a dilute solution 
of acetic acid colored with caramel, had been sub- 
stituted wholly or in part for the genuine food prod- 
uct, and were misbranded within the meaning of sec- 
tion 8 of the act, in that they were labeled so as to rep- 
resent that the products were apple vinegar and a 
mixture of vinegars, respectively, whereas, in fact, 
they were a dilute solution of acetic acid colored with 
caramel. 

“On November 13, 1909, the said Price & Lucas 
Cider & Vinegar Company was found guilty as 
charged in the aforesaid informations, and the court 
sentenced it to pay a fine of $50 for each offense.”

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RULING OF COURT IN REGARD TO FALSE GUARANTY 
UNDER FERERAL FOOD LAW. 
In the case of the United States vs. Charles L. Heinle

4 manufacturer may be liable for false guaranty under 
d _ . %. +0 
the food and drugs act even though the goods are sold 
in the state where they are manufactured. The de- 
fendants were charged with having sold an adulterated 
and misbranded article of food under the food and 
drugs act, and of having given a false guaranty for the 
same They set up the claim that the ninth section of 
the act upon which the information against them was 
based Was unconstitutional, that as the goods were sold 
within the state in which they were manufactured their 
act did not constitute a breach of a law governing 
‘ ! 
interstate commerce. 

The decision of the court read in part: 

This is a demurrer filed by the defendant to an informa- 
tion lodged against it by the District Attorney for the 
Fastern District of Pennsylvania for having sold an adul- 
terated and misbranded article of food manufactured by it 
and in violation of the ninth section of the Pure Food Act 
of June 30, 1906, executed and delivered a false guaranty 
to the effect that the merchandise sold was not adulterated 
and misbranded within the meaning of the act. The dealer 
to whom this adulterated and misbranded food was sold 
by the defendant and to whom the false guaranty was given, 
sold the same in interstate commerce, and upon the dis- 
covery by the government officials that the article was mis- 
branded, it is alleged the dealer who sold the same in 
interstate commerce established the guaranty of the de- 
fendant, whereupon this information was filed. : 

The defendant’s demurrer alleges that the information 
sets forth no charge or offense for which the defendant can 
be convicted and punished under the act of Congress, ap- 
proved June 30, 1906, because the ninth section, upon which 
the information is based, is unconstitutional. Under the 
second section of this act the introduction into interstate 
commerce of adulterated or misbranded foods is prohibited, 
and any person violating this provision is guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, subject to certain fines and penalties. 

The ninth section is as follows: ve 

‘‘That no dealer shall be prosecuted under the provisions 
of this act when he can establish a guaranty signed by the 
wholesaler, jobber, manufacturer or other party residing 
in the United States from whom he purchased such articles, 
to the effect that the same is not adulterated or misbranded 
within the meaning of this act, designating it. Said guar- 


anty to afford protection shall contain the name and ad- - 


dress of the party or parties making the sale of such articles 
to such dealer, and in such case said party or parties shall 
be amenable to the prosecutions, fines and other penalties 
which would attach in due course to the dealer under the 
provisions of this act.’? 

The defendant in this case is charged in the information 
with having executed and delivered to the dealer who sold 
the adulterated and misbranded food in interstate com- 
merece the following guaranty, which is alleged to be false: 

‘*We, the vendors of the articles mentioned in the fore- 
going invoice, hereby guarantee and warrant the same to 
be in full conformity with the Federal act of June 30, 
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1906, known as the ‘Food and Drugs Act,? * * * in 
that the said articles are not adulterated or misbranded 
within the meaning of * * * the aforesaid act of Con- 
gress.’’ 

it is not contended by the defendant that Congress has 
no constitutional right to prohibit the introduction of adul- 
terated and misbranded foods in interstate commerce, but 
the claim is that so far as the defendant’s connection with 
the adulterated and misbranded goods was concerned, the 
entire transaction of manufacturing, selling and delivering 
by it was consummated within the state, as was the issu- 
ance of the false certificate, and as the defendant’s con- 
nection with the article was entirely within the state, the 
fact that the certificate indicates that the adulterated ana 
misbranded commodity was intended for interstate commerce 
can make no difference, because the federal courts could 
have no jurisdiction, whatever the intention of the manufac- 
turer might be, until such goods had been shipped or en- 
tered with a common earrier for transportation to another 
state, or had been started upon such transportation in a 
continuous route or journey; and cites Kidd vs. Pierson, 
128, U..B., 3. 

There is nothing in the act to indicate that there is an 
effort on the part of Congress to regulate the manufacturing, 
selling or delivering of any articles of food within the states. 
The act is intended to prevent adulterated and misbranded 
foods from being sold in interstate commerce, nothing more, 
and in order that this may be accomplished it prohibits the 
party who makes or manufactures the food and who knows 
what it contains from falsely assuring an innocent pur- 
chaser that its quality and dress lawfully entitles him to sell 
the commodity in interstate commerce. Such a certificate, 
made by a defendant, expressly under the provisions of the 
act, if false, could have been made with no purpose other 
than to defeat the object of the act. This prohibition is 
obviously essential to the enforcement of one of the impor- 
tant powers with which Congress is intrusted, to wit: the 
regulation of interstate commerce. 

To punish the dealer who sells the article in another state 
will not in all cases reach the evil sought to be remedied. 
He may be entirely innocent of any intention of selling an 
adulterated or misbranded food, because he may be unable 
to tell the difference between a pure article and one adul- 
terated, and dealers cannot be expected to employ expert 
chemists to examine the great variety of commodities which 
enter into commerce and are dealt in by them; but the 
evil can soon be cured if the innocent dealer may shift the 
responsibility for the purity of the commodity to the manu- 
facturer by requiring him to certify to the effect that the 
article is not adulterated or misbranded, when the manu- 
facturer knows he will be subjected to punishment in case 
he gives a false certificate prohibited by the act. 

The demurrer was overruled. 


FUTURE CALIFORNIA CANNED TOMATOES.

In 
connection with these prices the association says: 

“The superior quality of these goods packed last 
year has stimulated the demand and supplies on the 
spot are practically exhausted.

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COMPOSITION OF DIFFERENT GRADES.

Introduction. 


In the usual commercial canning processes the 
green peas are separated from the pods, put through 
a cleaner, and then graded into several sizes. They 
are next passed through a bath of hot water, for 
the purpose of blanching, and are then filled into the 
cans, which already contain some liquor consisting 
of a simple brine, to which a certain amount of sugar 
is sometimes added. The cans are capped and 
soldered and processed in a steam kettle for a period 
of about thirty minutes. The product of this pro- 
cedure is the ordinary canned pea familiar to every- 
one. 

Another kind of peas found on the market is pre- 
pared from dried or Scotch peas grown in Michigan 
and Wisconsin. These peas are received by the 
packer in a dry condition and are first soaked in 
large tanks for a period varying from twelve to 
thirty-six hours, depending upon the season of the 
vear and the temperature. This soaking process is 
usually so conducted as to carry off any foreign ma- 
terial that may be present, thus serving the double 
purpose of softening and cleaning the peas. After 
being sufficiently soaked, they are blanched and 
canned, and processed in a manner similar to that 
employed for the fresh peas. 

Soaked peas are occasionally found on the market 
bearing various fancy labels and are sometimes 
presented to the customer as fresh peas. This in- 
vestigation was made primarily to obtain data re- 
garding the composition of fresh and soaked peas 
with a view to distinguishing between the two 
classes of goods. Incidentally, some determinations 
were made on green peas before being processed, in 
order to determine, if possible, what changes take 
place during canning. As will be seen from the 
results, however, the figures obtained are not of 
much value for this purpose, the whole study merely 
serving to furnish analytical data for the purpose 
of comparing commercial grades. 

Sampling. 

Samples of two varieties of fresh peas were taken 
by the writer at two factories near at hand. A 
sample of each size, after passing through the 
grader, was secured and the analysis begun the same 
day. Corresponding samples of the peas after being 
processed were also obtained, so as to make as com- 
plete a comparison as possible. In addition to these 
samples, taken under direct supervision, the writer 
obtained quite a number from other factories, some 
of which were stated to have been soaked. A few 
samples were submitted without any statement of 
quality, the analysis of which seemed to indicate 
soaking. This point will be discussed in connection 
with the data. 

The canned peas were first drained in a colander 
for two minutes, stirring thoroughly so as to re- 
move as much as possible of the adhering liquid. 
After determining the specific gravity, the peas 
were ground and further determinations made. 
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Methods of Examination.

Moisture—Dry a weighed portion of the ground 
sample for twelve hours at the temperature of boiling 
water. 

Ash—Ash the residue from the moisture determi- 
nation at low redness. 

Crude Starch—Transfer 15 
to a 500 cc. Erlenmeyer flask with 200 cc. of water: 
add 20 cc. of hydrochloric acid (specific gravity 1.125) 
and heat the solution to boiling for two and one-half 
hours with a reflux condenser. After nearly neutral- 
izing the acid with sodium hydroxid, transfer the solu- 
tion to a 300 cc. flask, add 5 cc. of basic lead acetate, 
and complete the volume to the mark. Filter and re- 
move the lead from a portion of the filtrate with a 
dry mixture of potassium sulphate and potassium car- 
bonate. In the filtrate obtained from this treatment 
determine reducing sugar, using Munson and Walker's 
tables.* and multiplying dextrose by 0.9 to obtain 
starch.

Nitrogen—Determine nitrogen in 10 grams of sam- 
ple by the Gunning method. 

Ether Extract—Extract the residue from the water 
determination for sixteen hours with ether. 

Crude Fiber—Treat 20 grams of the sample accord- 
ing to the official method,* except that about 100 ce. of 
hot water are added after each period of boiling and 
before filtering. This addition of water seems to make 
the filtration much more rapid and serves to obviate 
the plugging of the pores by the material, which oc- 
curs when the more concentrated solution is filtered. 
Filter the residue and weigh on paper. 

Discussion of Results. 


The distinction between soaked and fresh peas ts, 
of course, made with some degree of certainty by 
the simple examination of the physical appearance 
of the goods, noting especially the maturity and 
firmness of the peas and the character of the liquor. 
Soaked peas are usually more or less broken and 
mashed, while the most matured show well-devel- 
oped cotyledons and are packed in a liquor which is 
cloudy and starchy in appearance. It is seldom that 
the liquor in which soaked peas are put up is in the 
clear and limpid condition of that found on the fresh 
goods. The maturity of the peas cannot be taken 
as conclusive evidence that the same have been 
soaked, however, because some of the oldest and 
best developed peas packed in the fresh state are 
very similar in appearance to the varieties which are 
soaked before canning. Neither can the appearance 
of the liquor be finally relied upon, since the matured 
fresh peas are sometimes found packed in a liquor 
which is not clear and is more or less starchy. 
Hence it seemed desirable to obtain some chemical

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data which would serve to confirm and substantiate 
conclusions drawn from the physical appearance of 
the goods under examination. 

The table of analyses given sets forth the results 
of physical and chemical examinations of the 
samples of peas, both fresh and canned (the latter 
including a number of samples of soaked peas). 
From this table it will be seen that it is not hard to 
distinguish the fresh and more succulent grades 
from the soaked material, the chief difficulty arising 
in differentiating between the soaked goods and the 
more matured peas put up in the usual way. As to 
water content the latter do not differ very widely 
from the soaked peas. As will be seen trom the 
table, the average moisture content for 22 samples 
of soaked peas is 72.02 per cent, and the average for 21 
samples of mature fresh peas is 76.54 per cent. The 
soaked peas containiig the highest percentage of mois- 
ture, 74.92 per cent, exceed in that particular the driest 
of the unsoaked, 70.79 per cent, so that there is an 
overlapping of the results which makes it impossible to 
base a conclusive opinion on this determination 





alone. 

The lines may be drawn a 
estimating the crude starch. The average of 21 
results on soaked peas gave 13.98 per cent, the 
highest figure being 18.19 per cent, and the lowest 
11.08 per cent, while the average starch content of 
21 samples of matured peas canned in the fresh 
state was 11.05 per cent. Here again there is an 
overlapping which renders the conclusion a little 
uncertain. The average starch content, however, 
of soaked peas, as indicated by this investigation, 
is approximately 4+ per cent higher than that of 
Early Junes and peas of similar quality. There is, 
furthermore, some difference in the specific gravity 
of the two grades, that of the fresh peas running 
from 1.10 to 1.14, whereas the figure obtained for 
soaked peas varied from 1.12 to 1.16. 

It would therfeore seem that the determinations 
enumerated afford results which may serve to sub- 
stantiate to a great degree conclusions drawn from 
physical examinations of such canned goods. A few 
examples taken from the table are of interest: 
Samples Nos. 96 and 97 were labeled “Early June 
Peas,” but both hase the appearance of having been 
soaked, the peas being large, well-developed, mealy, 
and packed in a liquor which is very cloudy, thick, 
and starchy in appearance. Comparing the results 
obtained on these samples with the figures for Nos. 
80 to 94, inclusive, which were labeled the same 
way, it will be seen that the starch content is de- 
cidedly higher in the case of the former samples. 
By this determination alone and the appearance of 
the goods it would be quite safe to conclude that 
the peas had been soaked, but there is also a differ- 
ence in the specific gravity, which is somewhat 
higher in these samples than in the others. The 
conclusion is further strengthened by the amount 
of water found, which is less in the case of the sus- 
pected peas than in those aparently true to label. 
Examples like this might be multiplied, but these 
will serve as an illustration. 

Only 11 samples of Lima beans were examined, 
4 of which were stated by the manufacturer to have 
been prepared from dried California Limas, after 
being soaked in the same way as the peas. The

limited data obtained indicate that their water con- 
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tent, when canned in the fresh state, is higher th 

when they are prepared from soaked beans The 
crude fiber and crude starch in the latter are hi h : 
than in fresh beans. Calculated to the dry — 
these differences between the two grades of hea 
are not so pronounced, so that the variation seems 7 
be largely one of water content. The soaked beans 
have a higher specific gravity, although the differ. 
ence is not sufficient to make the determination One 
of much value in judging the product. With this 
vegetable, as with peas, great reliance must be 
placed on the physical appearance of the goods. The 
California Lima beans are very large and those 
used for the preparation of soaked goods are firm 
and mature. An attempt was made to obtain data 
which would indicate the swelling of the beans dur- 
ing the soaking process, the ratio between the 
length, width, and thickness being determined on 
all of the samples. It was found, however, that this 
ratio was practically the same for all grades of 
canned Lima beans examined, so that while some of 
the soaked beans appeared to have swelled mate- 
rially the relative thickness was no greater. Here 
again the comparison is not conclusive, because 
while different varieties of beans were subjected * 
the test, no results were obtained on a single variety 
canned in both the fresh and dried state. — ' 

In regard to the analysis of peas before and after 
canning, and during the ripening process, it will be 
seen from the table that, as the pea matures the 
ash decreases, the starch increases, and the crude 
fiber decreases as a rule, while the conclusions to 
be drawn from the determinations of nitrogen and 
ether extract are less decisive. In the peas from 
one locality the amount of nitrogen decreased as the 
pea matured, whereas in the same variety from 
another locality this variation was not so apparent. 
Similar changes in composition appear in the canned 
vegetables. The analyses seem to indicate that 
during the process of canning the peas take up from 
2 to 10 per cent of water. It is difficult from these 
results to draw any conclusions as to the changes 
taking place during processing. The principal value 
of the work, as before stated, is to afford data for 
the comparison of commercial grades. 

It is interesting to note that the crude fiber of 
peas is usually higher in the young, smal! grades 
than in the larger, more mature ones. This is due 
largely, of course, to the fact that the very smallest 
of the peas consist largely of water and this outside 
fibrous coat, the meaty portion, having not been 
developed. This determination is of no value in 
deciding whether peas have been subjected to the 
soaking process, since but very little difference appears 
in the values obtained for fresh and for soaked peas. 

The blanks in the analytical table are due, first, to 
the fact that several of the determinations were dis- 
continued after finding that they led to no con- 
clusive results as to the quality of the goods under 
examination, and also to the fact that the analytical 
work was performed at different times. At first it 
was intended to make a moisture determination 
only on the drained substance, and about 85 samples 
of peas were examined accordingly. Later, it was 
found that determinations of specific gravity and 
starch might also be of value, but as no duplicates 
of the early samples were obtainable the additional 
work was done only on the later samples.

THE ‘‘ADVERSE BALANCE.’’ 

The value of our exports fell below that of imports 
again last month by over $4,000,000, the total of the 
latter being $129,886,000 and of the former $125,- 
517,540. Nothing like this has happened before in the 
month of February in sixteen years, but last summer 
this “adverse balance’ appeared for three months: in 
succession, June, July and August. The imports of 
last month exceeded by over $11,000,000 those of the 
same month last year, and made the highest February 
record, though it was exceeded by each of the three 
preceding months, the highest figure for any single 
month being reached in Novémber, when it exceeded 
$140,500,000. The exports for last month were the 
lowest in February since 1905 and far below those of 
any previous month since August. For eight months 
of the current fiscal year the value of imports was 
$1,021,079,710, which was $204,926,751 more than a 
year before and far in excess of any previous record 
for that period, while the value of exports was $1,210,- 
205,125, an increase of $52,402,615 over the corre- 
sponding period a year ago. The excess of exports 
over imports was $189,125,415, compared with $341,- 
649,551 for the eight months ending with February 
last year and $515,206,781 the year before. 

This is an “adverse balance,” both for the month 
and the eight months, in the sense that our exports 
have not been sufficient to liquidate our obligations 
abroad incurred in the same period. Last month and 
for three months last summer they did not pay for the 
merchandise imports, but there was much more than 
the cost of those to be balanced, and our indebtedness 
abroad has undoubtedly been increasing in the last 
year. To some extent we have exported, or sold 
abroad, securities, which has helped to meet immediate 
obligations but will ultimately draw from here for in- 
terest and dividends. On the whole we have been run- 
ning behind in this foreign account and may have con- 
siderable balances to pay in gold as the months go on. 

With a normal currency condition there would be 
no reason for regretting this. The United States 
produces more than one-fifth of the world’s supply of 
gold and it should be reckoned as one of its available 
exports. There is a superabundance of gold in this 
country, much more in proportion to the credit opera- 
tions resting upon it than in Great Britain, and if 
properly distributed in reserves and secured in its re- 
lation to currency and credit there would be no ap- 
prehension on account of drawing off the surplus to 
meet foreign needs. In the last twelve months there 
has been $83,000,000 more gold sent out of the coun- 
try than has been brought into it, and that is well up 
towards a year’s production. In a year preceding this 
the net ¢xport amounted to $52,000,000, but in twelve 
months ending with February, 1908, there was a net 
import of $96,000,000.

After the panic of October, 1907, a large amount 
of gold was brought into this country and the total 
importation from November that year to February 
this year, both inclusive, was over $207,500,000, while 
the amount exported was $224,816,153. This makes 
the excess of export in that period less than $17,250,- 
000, while the country’s production of new gold in the 
same time has not been less than $200,000,000, We 
have been accumulating the metal out of proportion to 
monetary needs and could spare a_ considerable 
amount, not only without harm but to advantage. Me 
only trouble is that a bad currency and banking system 
obscures the normal effect of the movement and causes 
apprehension when there should be no occasion for it. 
Sending gold abroad to pay debts, whether for im- 
ports, services or loans, is no misfortune when we can 
spare it—New York Journal of Commerce. 


GOVERNMENT JOINS PURE WATER FIGHT. 

The Lake Michigan Sanitary Association, which 
was organized on the initiative of the Chicago Asso- 
ciation of Commerce, has been notified by Assistant 
Secretary of War Robert Shaw Oliver that the War 
Department is anxious to cooperate with the Associa- 
tion in its fight to purify the waters of Lake Michigan. 
The War Department, the communication states, is 
investigating conditions at Fort Sheridan with a view 
to adopting measures for the best treatment of sewage 
at that point. “The government is ready,” says Sec- 
retary Oliver, “to make improvements at Fort Sher- 
idan equal to those that may be made by cities or other 
communities interested.” 


HIGH COST OF SARDINE CANNING. 

According to a report from Eastport, Me., packers 
of sardines have been compelled to meet the fishermen 
practically on the latter’s terms, and have closed con- 
tracts for supplies of raw fish from the opening ot 
the packing season at the middle of this month to 
August 1 at $12 per hogshead, against $6 a hogshead 
last year. With this increase in the price of fish and 
the increase in the price of oil, packers are reluctant 
to make opening prices in advance of the season. The 
general disposition is to wait until the fish is packed 
and then quote prices from week to week, in accord- 
ance with the prevailing conditions.
